IN PARAGRAPH 2 OF RESOLUTION 935 (1994), THE UNITED 
NATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL CALLED UPON STATES AND 
INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN ORGANIZATIONS TO COLLATE 

SUBSTANTIATED INFORMATION IN THEIR POSSESSION OR SUBMITTED 
TO THEM RELATING TO GRAVE VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONAL 
HUMANITARIAN LAW, INCLUDING BREACHES OF THE CONVENTION ON 
THE PREVENTION AND PX^IISHMENT OF THE CRIME OF GENOCIDE, 
COMMITTED IN RWANDA DTn^NG THE CONFLICT NHICH BEGAN ON 
APRIL 6, 1994, AND TO MAKE THIS INFORMATION AVAILABLE TO 
THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS ESTABLISHED BY THE SAME 
RESOLUTION. THIS REPORT IS AN INITIAL RESPONSE TO THAT 
REQUEST. 

THE U.S. GOVERNMENT SOLICITED COOPERATION FROM 
NON-GOVERNMENT HUMANITARIAN AND HUMAN RIGHTS ORGANIZATIONS 
IN GATHERING INFORMATION CONCERNING VIOLATIONS OF 
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INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN LAW AND BREACHES OF THE 
CONVENTION ON GENOCIDE WHICH TOOK PLACE IN RWANDA SINCE 
APRIL 6, 1994. WE XTRGED THE ORGANIZATIONS EITHER TO 
SUBMIT INFORMATION DIRECTLY TO THE COMMISSION OR TO SEND 
INFORMATION TO THE U.S. GOVERNMENT FOR FORWARDING TO THE 
COMMISSION. 

ORGANIZATIONS URGED US TO STRICTLY PROTECT INFORMATION 
SUBMITTED TO US, FEARING THAT IF IT FELL INTO THE WRONG 
HANDS OR WERE PUBLISHED, IT MIGHT ENDANGER THE LIVES OF 
THEIR WORKERS IN THE FIELD. THE U.S. GOVERNMENT REQUESTS 
THAT THE COMMISSION MAINTAIN THE STRICT CONFIDENTIALITY OF 
THE DOCUMENTS SUBMITTED HEREUNDER UNLESS GRANTED 
PERMISSION TO RELEASE THE INFORMATION BY THE USG OR A DULY 
CONSTITUTED INTERNATIONAL TRIBUNAL. 

THE U.S. GOVERNMENT IS HEREBY SUBMITTING ITS FIRST 
COLLECTION OF INFORMATION, DRAWN LARGELY FROM 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL SOURCES. WE WILL PREPARE SUBSEQUENT 
REPORTS THAT WILL DRAW INFORMATION FROM BOTH GOVERNMENTAL 
AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL S0X7RCES.
